— Spooking In 
h is own defense S enator R eed Sm oot 
addressed th e senate on the general 
subject of M orm onism .

had taken no oath inconsistent 
w ith 
th a t he had tak en as senator.

Beaten Until Insensible, Chained and 
Forced to Shovel Coal.

H ouston, Feb. 19.— L. B. Coker, who

dla and tells a th rillin g story. 
W hen 
last seen he w as robust, vigorous and 
energetic. 
H e is now em aciated and 
a physical w reck. 
H e says th a t after 
leaving a hotel in I 
r !*- 
for the 
union station, b e t 
. : by th ree 
m en on th e F ran k lin at vet bridge and 
b eaten into insensibility. 
W hen he re­ 
covered he w as on a launch and being 
carried dow n the bayou. 
A t G alves­ 
ton he w as c arried to th e hold of a 
ship, chained to furnaces and forced 
to shovel coal. 
One night he felled 
th e guard w ith a shovel and reaching 
th e deck low ered a sm all boat into 
th e w ater and sp ran g in. 
W hen afloat 
he discovered he had no oars, but pad 
died him self by his hands, * finally 
reaching th e O regon coast, and then 
w ired tor funds w ith w hich to re tu rn 
hom e. 
H e say s the only reason know n 
for his abduction w as th a t a m an w as 
needed as sto k er on th e ship. 
He can ­ 
n ot give th e nam e of th e vessel. 
On 
h is arm s and legs are m ark s of th e 
chains th a t bound him .

A fter tellin g of hi* 
becom ing a citizen of Texan in 1885 
and his political c a re e r up to th!* 
time, the se n a to r sta te d th at w hile a 
m em ber of th e low er house of coa- 
gress he nipt Hon. D 
R. F ran cis I* 
D ecem ber, 1891, 
w hile en 
route to 
W ashington. 
A 
p arty of St. Trouts 
men w ere in th e sam e car. 
T alked 
with them In th e interest of Hon. Rog­ 
er Q. Mills* candidacy for th e sp ea k er­ 
ship of th e national house. 
T h at he 
an4 F rancis becam e w arm frien d s and 
he never went throeerh St. I ajuIs with­ 
out stopping to set* him . 
Bailey stated he knew T im F ran ­ 
cis. brother of David R., but never had 
a business deal w ith him in his life. 
“I m et Joseph Sibley w hen he first 
came to congress in 1892," said Bai­ 
ley. 
“Sibley' w as elected tw o terras. 
I think he was first elected as a D em ­ 
ocrat and as a R epublican afterw ard. 
Sibley’s stan d in g as a D em ocrat was 
so high th a t G overnor Hogg w anted 
him elected vice 
president. 
I am 
proud to cal! Sibley my friend, as is 
Bryan and every 
o th er 
m an who 
knows him. 
“O riginally I did not begin nego­ 
tiations for th e G ibbs ranch for m y­ 
self. 
G ibbs w as a friend of m ine. 
Gibbs told me th at his plan w as to 
sell one-fourth to ex-O overnor 
Bob 
Taylor, a fourth to C ulberson and a 
fourth to him (B ailey). 
I told him I 
thought th a t not practicable. 
I w ent 
up w ith him to look a t th e land and 
thought it w as a fine trac t. 
S uggest­ 
ed th a t G unter m ight buy th e land, 
and I think I talked to him ab o u t it 
twice. 
A fter I was unable to sell it 
for him I told G ibbs I would buy it if 
I could m ake sm all paym ents. 
G un­ 
te r advised m e a g ain st it. 
I took the 
m atter up w ith Dave F rancis and he 
told me he had a1! the land in T exas 
be w anted to carry . 
H e said he had 
Pecos and Clay county lands. 
H e was 
willing to let m e use th ese lands to 
trade for D allas county lands. 
I told 
him I did not w ant to use both tracts. 
He offered to put In th e Pecos tra c t 
si $2 0 ,(MKI and I told him th a t I m ight 
be able to m ake a trad e with him .” 
Bailey, in an sw er 
to 
a question, 
said, "I 
was not 
acquainted 
w ith 
Pierce at th e tim e of the G ibbs tra n s ­ 
action. 
W hen I cam e to 
T exas to 
open my cam paign for th e se n a te I 
went to the G ibbs land and looked 
over the place. 
C aught a train for 
D allas and closed 
the tra d e 
w ith 
Gibbs then. 
I w ent on into th e cam ­ 
paign and rem ained active until Chil­ 
ton g w ithdraw al, and then w ont back 
to W ashington. 
G ibbs took th e Pecos 
county land at the value of $20,000. 
I had G ibbs to convey th e land to 
G overnor F ran cis because he had fur­ 
nished an im portant consideration for 
th e land and I thought it only proper 
h e should have the title in h is nam e. 
I ptfid $4,000 aud gave G ibbs a check 
for it on th e Red R iver N ational bank 
of G ainesville. 
G lbhi sold th e w heat 
and oats crop as p a rt of his pay­ 
m ent 
T he $4,000 which I paid in 
cash to th e Red R iver N ational bank 
I retu rn ed to th e bank in th is w ay: I 
took up $10,000 m ortgage on stock 
and ararnjred for $15,000. 
T he loan 
on th e c attle w as from th e M erchants’ 
l^aclede N ational bank of St. Louis. 
I paid tw o item s and m ade one m ort­ 
gage for the debt incurred by m e." 
Bailey read from his testim o n y giv­ 
en six y ears ago before th e legisla­ 
tive 
com m ittee 
as reg ard ed 
m ort­ 
gages on livestock in the G ibbs ranch 
deal and o th er details of th e tran sac ­ 
tion 
He read the item s and explain­ 
ed them as he w ent along. 


C R I M I N A L O F F E N S E . 


Railroad Passes or Telegraph Franks 
Cannot Be Acc pted. 
G uthrie, Feb. 19.—-T h e constitutional 
convention M onday passed the section 
of the railroad re p o rt m aking it a 
crim inal offense to accept a railroad 
p ass or a telegraph frank. 
A railroad 
com m ission, to be elected by direct j 
vote of the people, w as created aud 
th e consolidation of railroad com pa­ 
nies was prohibited. 
R ailroad o w n er-; 
ship of m ines and o th er agencies of 
production is also forbidden in the re­ 
p o rt adopted. 
An e ffo rt to secu re th e consideration 
of th e recently adopted resolution pro­ 
viding for a se p ara te subm ission of 
th e prohibition question is being m ade 
by advocates of local option. 
Large 
delegations from th e two territo ries 
-cam e h ere to go before the conven­ 
tion. 


S A L A R Y R A IS E D . 


Chief of Bureau of Forestry Receives 
Large Increase. 
W ashington, F eb . 19.—As the result 
of m ore th an five hours* consideration 
of th e ag ricu ltu ral appropriation bill 
th e sen ate increased from $2,500 to 
$5,000 th e salary of G ifford Pinchot 
chief of th e bureau of fo restry . 
The 
d eb ate w as devoted m ostly to the 
m ethods of adm inistration and general 
palicy of th e fo rest service, and at 
tim es broadened to include th e public 
land question generally.

Witnesses So Testify Monday Befop* 
the Senate Committee. 
I 
Washington, Feb. lf .- Witnesses In 
th© Brownsville hearing testified that 
the shooting began in the rear of the 
commissary, away front the town, and 
continued around the road and into 
the town while the call to arms was 
being Bounded. The committee on mil­ 
itary affairs heard a great deal of 
contradictory testimony, the value of 
which must be heard by other wit­ 
nesses. 
As to certain Incidents It was 
whtie soldiers against negro ex-sol- 
dlers. 
W. C. Nolan, a private of the first 
class In the hospital corps, a white 
soldier, testified. 
lie said that he 
was at the hospital when the shooting 
began with Sergeants Altnmn and San 
born and three or four other patients. 
He was awake, he said, suffering wltn 
muscular r! eumatlsm. 
The first shot 
be thought came from the rear of the 
commissary, back of the hoe pl tai, and 
not from the direction of the town I 
He said in a few minutes there were 
three more shots, and then five shots 
which he said sounded as lf the men 
firing were moving around the road, i 
Northeast of the town is a saloon 
which was a pcned 
for the negroes' 
trade, and Nolan said that from near! 
that point several more shots were 
fired, and then from a point near tho 
gate In the reservation came a volley I 
of shots. 
He thought the fort was be 
ing attacked, but would not be r e t - 1 
tain that the shooters w i r e outside or 
within the military enclosure. 
Nolan said that a few nights before 
the shooting Private Newton, a negro 
soldier, came to the hospital for treat­ 
ment. 
His face was badly bruised. 
and Nolan asked him how he was Injur­ 
ed. 
According to Nolan’s story, New­ 
ton said he was in town, and that a 
man knocked him down with the butt 
of his six-shooter without reason. No­ 
lan told the man It was “funny” he 
did not know the reason for the as­ 
sault. and Newton Insisted that he did 
nothing 
Nolan said that Newton then 
said: 
Well, that's the way It was 
but we'll fix t h e 
yet ' 
Nolan said hts told 
the man he 
should not talk that way: that he 
would get in trouble. 
On 
crossexamination 
Nolan 
said 
there was only one call to arms, and 
that was rendered by the musicians at i 
th** guard house gate, and that twenty 
or twenty-five 
minutes 
elapsed be-! 
tween the firs shot and the call t 
arms. 
W ii I la m Hanlon, a ne<tro ex-soldler j 
was called. 
He said he was In the j 
hospital on Aug. Kl, and that he had 
been given permission to go to the post 
exchange to buy an apple pie, but had 
been instructed to get back before tho 
arrival of Major McComb, who was 
acting surgeon at the hospital. 
While 
coming back, he said. he almost ran 
into Major Penrose, Major McComb 
and another man walking toward the 
hospital.
